Earthquake in the Evst. Odessa, Oct. 9. The 
Journal of Odessa gives the following particulars of the 
earthquake which occurred at Kassarich (the ancient 
Cesarea, in Cappadocia) and the adjacent villages :— 

“On the 25th of August, about 5 o’cloek in the af. 
ternoon, athick smoke arose atthe footof Mount 
Ardschech, (on the side of which Kassarich is situa. 
ted,) from which columns of flames burst with a tre- 
menjous nojse. It was like the eruption of a volcano. 
At the same moment the earth was felt to rock, and a 
terrible earthquake began. The shocks continued for 
seven hours, and followed each other with most awful 
thunder; people felt asif on an ocean agitated by a 
storm. About two thousand houses were thrown 
down, Confusion and terror were at their height ; 
the inhabitants fled into the country; several were 
overtaken in their flight, and buried in the ruins, 150 
persons perished. Upto the ist of Sept. there were 
three or four shocks every day, only they were far 
weaker, and did no considerable damaye. At that 
time the inhabitants of Kassarich, wio had taken their 
abode in the fields, or fled into the villages, kad not 
been able to return tothe town. Some had attempted 
it, but could not stay more than a few minutes.

Extracts from a Discourse dellvered in the c ‘hap- 
el of the Hamilton Literary and Theological 
Seminary, before the New York Baptist Edu- 
cation Society, at their annual meeling, 7 wes- 
day, August 18, 1835, by William R. Wil. 
liams, Pastor of the Amity St. Church, New 
York. 

1. The first of these to which we would now 
allude, as one against which he needs to be 
guarded by your prayers, is that of losing his 
sympathy with ordinary and uneducated mind. 
Ae his own intellect acquires v 
sion, he may learn to pass rapidly, and with 
ease, through trains of reasoning, which are 
without interest, or which may even be unin- 
telligible, to others who have not been conduct- 
ed through the same routine of preparation. 
And forgetting this fact, while pursuing a track 
of research, which to his own mind teems at 
every step with objects of interest, and where 
on every hand breaks out some new and de- 
lightful vision, he may be traversing scenes in- 
to which no common auditory can follow him, 
and whilst he hurries on, delighted himself, and 
confident of delighting others, his hearers may 
be toiling in perplexity far behind him, wonder. 
ing at the speed of his course, and bewildered 
as to the object and end of his journeyings. 
The art of simplifying his knowledge needs per- 
sor tering ueye soit wine vehi tis-cer-ht- 
pt Nie BERET SBR she TN pea ie Cate, 
forgetting their simpler idioms, find his thoughts 
naturally fall into terms metaphysical and ab.

and tendencies. More covert indeed, but not 
less impious, than the paganism which defiles 
the monuments of Greek and Roman genius, it 
is yet but idolatry, a decent and baptized idola- 
try. It teaches the student principles of action 
und a strain of feeling essentially heathenish. 
The love of fame for its own sake is boastfully 
avowed as the scholar’s great incentive ; to 
live inthe memories and upon the tongues of 
other ages, is the guerdon of his toils and sac. 
rifices. As the great motive for action, this is 
a principle as sternly rebuked in the New Tes- 
tament, as is that covetousness which bars 
against its votary the gates of heaven. It isa 
principle of which our Saviour explicitly testi- 
fied, in the case of the Pharisees, that because 
they were guided by it, seeking honor one of 
another, they could not believe, and therefore 
could not be saved.
